by the state 


emergency board • or an appropria- 
tion by the special session of the 
legislature to be called soon to tide 
some of these institutions over un- 
til June 1, the commencement of the 
fiscal year. 


Deep concern over the condition 


of these institutions has been shown, 
for some time by the state board of 
control and a special report on the 
financial condition of the institu- 
tions will be . 'considered by 
the 


board on Thursday. It is probable 
that upwards of $200,000 will b« 
necessary either as an emergency. 
allotment or as a special session ap- 
propriation to tide these institutions. 
Some of the institutions are in a 
good financial condition but other 
institutions are practically strand- 
ed. After July 1 the appropriations 
for the next fiscal year 
become 


available and the institutions will 
then be able to operate. • 


According to records of the sec- 


retary of state's office the state hos- 
pital at Mendota 
had $20,599.92 


available for operation on Wednes- 
day. -This .amount..of money .is all__ 
that is left to operate the institution • 
for the months of April, May and 
June: It requires an appropriation . 
of $10,000 a month to operate the in- 
stitution and will therefore require 
an--appropriation- of 'upwards-of 
$10,000 to meet the ordinary oper- 
ating expenses, for this institution 
during the fiscal year.

GUILD SOCIALISM 


G 


UILD SOCIALISM is growing, state socialism is declining. 
The war seems to have made the world's workers suspicious 


of the state and of remedies the state can bring for industrial 


' evils. 


Guild socialism originated in England; and its principles 


pervade the program of the British Labor Party. 
Socialists 


who a few years ago were urging state ownership and control 
of many things, now declare that the state may be as unjust and 
tyrannical as any individual capitalist, and that the machinery 
of state socialism if set up would probably be captured and con- 
trolled by the present-day great accumulations of wealth. 


Guild socialism opposes syndicalism and botehevism. It is 


directly opposed both to the class hatred of syndicalism and 'the 
violence of bolhevism, with its dictatorship of the proletariat. 


The program of Guild socialism is 'briefly this: 
Abolish the wage system and establish self-government in 


industry through national guilds. 


The state would take the place of private capitalists, buying 


them out and guaranteeing them an income for a term of years. 


The factories then would be leased to the different guilds. 
Beyond the guilds would lie a number of occupations, jour- 


nalism, art, literature, which would be untouched. 


Advantages claimed for guild socialism are: 
Freedom in industrial as well as political life. 
Personality 


will be honored; the worker will be a partner in every industry, 
not merely a wheel in a cog. Creative and inventive energy will 
iind more free expression, workers will take pride in their work, 
as they do not now.. Parasitism with its consequences, slums, 
poverty, overwork, under-pay and preventable disease whTbe 
swept away. ., 


Calling The Roll On The Presidential Candidates

ENERAL William Tecuniseh Sherman set 
a wholesome example for "unwilling" 
candidates for the presidency shortly 


after the Civil War when .he muffled his own 
boom with the remark: 


"If nominated I will not run, and if elected I 


will not .serve." 


Herbert Clark Hoover has stated unequivo- 


cally that-'he is "not a candidate;" that he does 
"not want public office;" and that it is his "am- 
bition to remain a common citizen." But un- 
like Sherman, he believes that "he, .like any 
o'.her citizen, should always be ready for serv- 
ice when really called upon." 


Meanwhile Hoover-for-President clubs are 


springing up in every large city in the land. A 
powerful, central organization is functioning, 
and state committees have been formed in 19 
states. 
Mr. Hoover ia making carefully pre- 


pared addresses on political subjects. 
The New 


York "World," the Philadelphia "Public Led- 
ger," the Saturday Evening "Post," and other 
great publications are industriously "booming 
the former food dictator, and the Washington 
"Herald,".'of-which Mr. Hoover himself is owner, 
faithfully reproduces every political opinion that 
falls from his lips. 
So by every. standard of 


politics, Hoover is a candidate, and despite the 
general impression that he is an. exceedingly 
modest man, it is nevertheless true that he is 
the only candidate for president in whose behalf 
campaigns are being conducted simultaneously 
in both the Republican and Democratic parties. 


Like General fleorge W. Goethals, who built 


the Panama Canal, and Surgeon General Will- 
iam C. Gorgas, who scourged Cuba of yellow 
fever, Hoover's name carries with 'it a great 
sentimental appeal. Thousands of business and 
professional men, college professors and former 
workers in the food administration are zealously 
pushing his candidacy. 


Hoover's London Connections 


DORN* at West Branch, Iowa, August 10, 1874, 
•*^ Herbert Clark Hoover was graduated from 
Lelar.d Standard, Jr., University in 18.95. 
In 


1S97, he made the connections with British min- 
ing interests which were to continue for the 
next twenty years. 


Who's Who for 1914-1915 summarizes the ac- 


tivities of Mr. Hoover as mining engineer, or- 
ganizer, and representative of the great ex- 
ploiting houses of London: ,

of Mines, 1899, doing extensive exploration 
in interior of China. Took part in defense 
of Tientsin during Boxer disturbances, 1900.

Organized World Zinc Combine 


IRWIN, the writer, a college mate at 


Lcland Stanford, has described Hoover's 


interesting career of twenty years abroad from 
1897 to 1917 in a eulogistic article appearing in 
the Saturday Evening Post of Marchu27,1920: .' . 


"The last two or three years before the war . 


rather put a period to Hoover's roving life. 
*..* * This .era-of his life led him inevitably' 
from precious metals to base metals, since that 
department of the game goes'by narrow mar--" • 
gins. He was an especially large factor in zinc. 
In 1914 he was in process of organizing the re- 
duction of that stubborn metal on a world scale, * 
introducing combinations and economics of ad- 
vantage to all. concerned except . perhaps the 
Germans, who held at the time almost a mo- 
nopoly in the higher stages of refinement. .On 
how many boards.'of directors he sat, to how 
many companies he was technical advisor, prob- 
ably he himself does notJnww. The .interests 
they represent » ».. • .were intertwined with 
financial interests of every nation that entered 
this war. * * * He had .always been .inter- -' 
ested as an observer in international politics; . 
in that^eb of plot and counterplot for.financiai 


advantage and personal power which covered 
Europe just before the explosion.''• 


Named Food Dictator of U. S. 


•THE outbreak of the war in August, 1914, 
* found Mr. Hoover in his offices in London. 
Almost overnight he sprang to international rep- 
utation 'as chairman of the Commission for Be- 
lief in Belgium. When the United States en- 
tered the war in April, -1917, he became chair- 
man of the food committee of the Council of 
National Defense,' and on August 10, 1917, was 


. appointed food administrator of the 
United 


States by President Wilson. With the termina- 


'• tion of food control, Mr.'Hoover .became chair- 


man of the American Relief Administration, a 
non-government activity, with offices at 115 
Broadway, New York. 
In this capacity- Mr. 


I Hoover administers the children's relief-fund 


for Europe. He' was appointed vice chairman 
of the -Industrial Conference, convened by the 
President on December 1, 1919, to intervene be- 
tween capital and labor, after the coal strike 
had -been broken. 


IB Hoover a Progressive Republican? 
tf March 9, 1920, Hoover gave out a signed 
statement defining his political affiliations: 


"I am an Independent Progressive in the is- 


sues before us today," he said. "I still object as 
much to the reactionary group in the Repub- 
lican Party as I do the radical group in the 
Democratic Party." 


Since his first statement of February 8, 


Hoover has made many speeches outlining his 
views on political questions. 


_ He has declared himself for a merchant ma- 
rine, promotion of agriculture, development of 
waterways, and the bud-get system of national 
finance. He is opposed to the excess profits tax. 
He favored the prompt ratification of the peace ..' 
treaty.

Judge 
Gary wrote in December, 1919, that regulation 
of monopoly in the public interest is necessary, 
but added that "there are reasons why govern- 
mental management will not be successiul. To 
reach the highest--efficiency in. the development 
and- operation of any enterprise there must be 
personal, 
pecuniary, incentive to 
succeed." 


(Forum, December, 1919.)

In a speech -at Chicago, February 28, 1920, 


Hoover paraphrased Jury Gary when he said: 


"I think our people have long.since real- 


ized the advantage of large business opera- 


' tions in improving and cheapening the cost 


of manufacture and distribution, bnt when 
these operations have become so enlarged 
that they are able to dominate » community 
it becomes a social necessity that they shall 
be made responsible to the community." 
The speaker added:

"We want to improve our machinery, we 


--do not want to tear it down. Nor do we 


want It owned or. ran for the benefit of * 
few. the whole impulse to the maximum 
functioning of our productive -machine lies 
in the (elf-interest of its members. It will 
neVer function on the basis of altruism." 
Mr. Hoover jjrges that monopoly should be 


.regulated only; as a last resort. In the above 
speech' be said: 
. - ' ; ' - . . 


"If'we have to,go to regulation, however; 


ft w my belief that Jt should be confined to 
over-swollen, units, and. that the point of 
departure-shouldjnbt be the amount of cap- 
ital employed; Jrat -the proportion of agiven 
commodity that is '•controlled." 
Hoover has not committed himself on mat- 


ters of foreign policy, except by his strong 
advocacy of the league of nations. As a prac- 
tical mine magnate, however, with a record of 
two decades spent in acquiring and exploiting 
the natural resources .of undeveloped countries, 
it is presumed that he would favor a "firm" 
policy in Mexico and elsewhere. 


Hoover and Russia 


EN of social vision all over the world" have 
viewed with sympathy the struggle of the 


Russian people to work out their own destiny. 
Progressive Republicans in the United States 
have for months teen calling upon the President 
for the immediate withdrawaTof the American 
troops from Russia. 


To Mr." Hoover, .Russia tinder the Czar was 


preferable to the present regime, which he- 
characterizes as "a small minority of intellec- 
tual dilettantes and criminals" and a "group of 
mixed idealists and murderers." In an article 
in the "Forum" of December, 1919, Mr. Hoovei 
wrote: 


"In Russia we have a great country in 


which the population, with the exception of 
a small minority were comparatively well 
fed, warmly clothed, and warmly housed. 
* * * Socialism was brought in over 
night at the hands of a small minority of 
intellectual dilettantes and criminals, and 
this tyranny of minority, more terrible 
than the old, has now had nearly two years 
in which to test the conversion of the wicked 
competitive system into the Elysium of 
Communism." 
Referring to the "appalling numbers" of ex- 


' ecutions, and defending the. Allied blockade of 


Russia, Mr. Hoover concluded: 


"If we examine the recent( proclamation 


of this group of mixed idealists and mur- 
derers, we find a radical change in their 
economic and social ideas. * * * 
*• My 


emphatic conclusion * * » is that So- 
cialism as a philosophy of possible human 
application is bankrupt." 
Mr. Hoover's critics have accepted his fierce 


hostility to Russia as evidence that he is neither 
a Progressive nor a well-posted critic of what 
has 'been- taking place under the Soviet regime. 


. Hoover and Taft 


/"\NE can not study Hoover's speeches as a 
^ presidential -candidate without being struck: 
with his close resemblance to William Howard 
Taft. In political bias'and experience, the par- 
allel between the two -men is remarkable. 
. Like Hoover in' 1920 Taft had never held an 
elective office, when he became the business 
man's candidate for president. Taft had won 
a reputation for great efficiency and adminis- 
trative ability as Governor General'of the Phil- 
ippines. He was not a politician, hut a man 
who "did things." Elected on the vague pledge 
that he would, carry out the Progressive policies, 
Taft took office in 1909, with the good will of 
all elements of the people. In 1912, he was 
.driven from the White House—the worst de- 
feated president in American history. 


The close similarity De-tween Hoover and Taft 


is best shown in their position on current is- 
sues. Both favored ratification of the Treaty. 
Both- endorsed the return of the railroads to 
Wall Street under the Cummins-Esch Bill. 
Both are opposed to any form of government 
ownership. Both are outspoken foes of Social- 
ism. Both have mildly declared themselves for 
the principle of "collective bargaining"," and 
both have strongly condemned the strike wher- 
ever it has been.used effectively to enforce that 
principle. Both, favor the regulation of monop- 


1 oly, rather than, its destruction by a rigid en- 
forcement of the anti-trust laws. 


Thus if Herbert Hoover can rightly be classed 


as. *. Progressive-Republican, Mr. Taft is en- 
titled Jo be called a Progressive-Republican. 


Interests Behind Hoover 


QN January 24fl920> the New York "Amcri- 
V. can" published:™, article, the facts of which' - 
have not since iJeen..substantially controverted 
The article stated .that: 
-The.launching:of the Hoover boom had "oc- 


-eurred..at 'a -luncheon', given: by Colonel* Edward 
M.-House, at-winch were representatives 'ot the 
various .interests supporting Mr. Hoover and 
anxious to.secure his election as President " in- 
ciudmg "Ralph Pulitzer and Frank I. Cobb re- 
spectively, owner and editor of.the.:N«w York 


World; Cleveland-H. Dodge, Wall Street finan- 
cier; Cyrus H. K. Curtis, Philadelphia pub- 
lisher; and Viscount Edward Grey, British Am- 
bassador to the United States." 


The charge that the British. Ambassador had 


sat at the dinner table at-which Mr. Hoover's 
boom was launched caused a. political sensation. 
Attention was called to the fact that -Mr. Hoover 
was director in at least five British corpora- 
tions. His residence of twenty-three years in 
Great Britain was cited. Senator James Reed, 
of Missouri, asked on the floor of the Senate: • 


"To what estate has onr country come- 


when it can be seriously proposed that a 
man shall be nominated for President who 
probably has never Toted in the United 
States; whose every interest and inclina- 
tion kept him in Great Britain for 23 years 
out of a life of 46 years; who. when he re- 
turned to America knew so little about otrr 
politics that he described himself as a Lib- 
eral? * • * If we are going 'to have 
a British League of Nations, by all means 
let us have a man who has been trained to 
English life and English polities' and Eng- 
lish social rules and English business con- 
ditions and who has plenty of investments 
in'British companies, so that when he acts 
in conjunction with Great Britain we will 
know at least that British money and Brit- 
ish capital arc being well cared for." 
Senator Reed has been one-of the severest 


critics of Mr. Hoover. He charged on July 16. 
1917, that as chairman of the Commission for 
the Relief of Belgium, Mr. Hoover "was en- 
gaged in gambling operations" and that he h£<i 
speculated on the American1 food market with ' 
the funds of the Belgium'Relief Commissior:, to 
the possible benefit -of the people of Belgium, 
but to the injury of the American people. 


On January 24, 1920, Senator Reed reviewed 


Mr. Hoover's record as ' food administrator, 
charging thatvhe had exceeded the authority of 


,, the laws passed by Congress and had destroyed 


the market of the American farmer. 


Seriate Investigates Wheat Pool 


TN a. scathing report made February 29 by the 
*• Federal Grand Jury at Spokane, Washington, 
to the United States Department of Justice, :; 
was; alleged that through the manipulation of 
the price of wheat, by .the .wheat "pool" or- 
ganized under Hoover, the price of bread had 
been increased by 50 per cent. A Senate com- 
mittee has 'been appointed to investigate the 
case. 


Farmers and Labor Against Hoover 


TN THE final analysis, the fate of Hoover's 
* boom will depend upon the success of effort 
to unite the farmers and the workers in political 
action. The farmers do not like Hoover. They 
feel that he- exercised paternalistic and auto- 
cratic powers as food dictator, and that he cut 
the profits of the farmer without keeping down 
the price of foodstuffs the farmer and the gen- 
eral public had to buy. 
They regard with a 


great deal of sympathy Senator Reed's charges 
that Hoover worked hand in hand with the food 
speculators. Labor is opposed to Hoover be- 
cause of his connections .with corporate wealth, 
his record on "the President's industrial confer- 
ence of. bankers, corporation lawyers? and a 
minority of laboring men; his acceptance of tha 
Cummins-Esch Bill, which labor bitterly op- 
posed; and his known opposition to all advanced 
ideas in industry for which labor is fighting in 
'England, Canada, Australia and in practically 
every European country. 


Hoover has stated -bluntly that he Is against 


a third party. This means that if elected Presi- 
dent, he would have to work with the reactionary 
Republican organization or the reactionary Dem- 
ocratic organization in Congress, depending up- 
on which party 'gave him the nomination. Ha 
would go into office unpledged on many vital 
issues, and hence the presence of special inter- 
ests,, encountered "by every president, would b« 
greatly increased.' Just here is one of the prin- 
cipal objections made to Hoover. His announced 
platform has' not been received with enthusi- 
asm, and it is' an old maxim in American pol- 
itics that a .-public official is never better than 
his platform.
